REMARKS 

Overview 

Applicants have reviewed and considered the Office Action dated March 13, 2006 and 
the references cited therewith. Claims 3, 6, 9, 1 1, 13, 15 and 20-24 are currently pending in the 
present application. Applicants have amended claims 3, 9, 1 1, and 13 to recite "by performing 
an insulin receptor activity assay" to expedite prosecution. Support for these amendments can be 
found in the PCT/CA00/00605 application at page 4, lines 15-17 and at page 10, lines 21-23. No 
new matter has been added. Applicants respectfully submit that the claims are in form for 
allowance. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

Claims 3, 6, 9, 1 1, 13, 15, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The Examiner states there is no clear transformation of data outside of the computer that 
provides a tangible result of the instantly claimed method. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the telephone interview granted by Examiner Clow in 
which the pending section 101 rejection was discussed. While not acquiescing to the rejection, 
Applicants have amended claim 3 so that it now recites "next determining whether the compound 
modulates insulin receptor activity by determining if the compound agonizes insulin receptor 
activity by performing an insulin receptor activity assay." Support for these amendments can be 
found in the PCT/CA00/00605 application at page 4, lines 15-17 and at page 10, lines 21-23. 
Claims 9, 1 1, and 13 have been similarly amended. Applicants believe that the method claims 3, 
9, 1 1, and 13 produce a useful, concrete and tangible result as required by section 101 . 
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Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 3, 6, 9, 1 1, 13, 15, and 20-24 are in 
condition for allowance.
